Semi-conservationalist plea bargain diatribe about to begin..... Ci:ttt..... 
Good Luck..... Them modulating devices with dynogevoltenmakers are scarce. 


Rich...... Basically the ARC-5 gear needs ZERO modification to work well 
in ham circles. Power it up with 28 vcd, 150 volts osc plate, 250 volts 
amp screens and 500 volts amp plates and away you go. The only mod worth 
doing on one is flipping the antenna relay on the front panel so that the 
little relay is permanently making connection (rotate the little spring 
contact around so that it sits on the binding post then unsolder one of the 
leads to that relay and tape in place). You may have to adjust the keying 
relay under the 1626's to make the oscillator plate slightly ahead of the 
amplifier plates. Other than that, they work marvelously --- as is/was. 
They do not chirp, and will load out to about 15W into almost any antenna. 
Hams did not understand them back in the early postwar days and did too 
many unnecessary mods that usually did not work. 


Find any 28 volt dynamotor of about 250-500 volts and use resistor dropping 
strings to a VR150 for stabilizing the screens and oscillator plate. That 
way all voltages are properly sequenced and stabilized. On these old rigs, 
always draw all plate voltages from one supply line, at one time, to prevent 
blowing screens, etc. 


If yours are uncut, please mod as little as necessary, per above to get them 
running. DO NOT rewire filaments, since 28vdc is extremely easy to obtain 
these days, and poses no problem. Back in the early postwar days, it was 
not as easy to obtain. I use an old 28vdc computer floppy drive power 
supply from S-100 days to run mine and it works wonderfully well. 


BEWARE of previous owners rewiring filaments (curse them all!), 
If you power it up on 28vdce and the filaments have been rewired, I do 


guarantee you will blow the filaments out of the entire set of tubes. 
(Guess what --- I did, last weekend.... GRRRRRRRRRRRR! And I did a 
preliminary look under the chassis to see if they were rewired, and 
spotted nothing at first glance ----- then PFFFFFT and all the tubes 
were cold ---- a definitely LOW feeling for the weekend. After an 
hour with yellow solid no. 22 wire in hand, they now are correct, and 
the receiver is a real snapper for listening in to the NMN wx bcsts.) 


If yours are already cut up, then mod as you please. 
Good luck, and meet you on 80 or 40 meters for an arcusfivus revival.
